WHEREAS, a property owner has initiated an amendment to the 
Future Land Use Atlas of the 1989 Comprehensive Plan; and 

WHEREAS, the proposed amendment meets the criteria of a 
small scale development amendment per Section 163.3187(1) (c), 
Florida Statutes; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Local Planning Agency 
conducted public hearings on February 23,1996, and May 10,1996, 
to review the proposed amendment to the Palm Beach County 
Comprehensive Plan and made a recommendation regarding the
